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Advisory Action 

1 . This Office action is in response to comnriuni cation filed on March 5, 2005. 
Claims 1-63 were originally received for consideration. Per the received amendment, 
claims 1 - 63 are amended. No claims were cancelled or added. Claims 1-63 are 
pending in the application. Applicant's request for consideration has been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive because of the following reasons: 

2. The applicant in regards to independent claims 1,8,15,22,29,36,43,50, and 57, 
argues that the cited prior art (CPA), Aikawa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,606,385), does 
not teach changing the intermediate data "at a next encrypting stage a plurality of 
times depending on a plurality of random numbers." This argument is not found 
persuasive. The CPA discloses a encryption scheme which a plurality of stages (Figure 
1). The algorithm is transient, and it depends on a work key (KG) (Figure 1, column 5 
lines 1 - 16), which is generated randomly (plurality of random numbers). Furthermore, 
the plaintext undergoes "repetitionally encrypting conversions at a first conversion stage 
to a ten-th conversion stage" (column 5 lines 17-30). Furthermore, the CPA discloses 
"the encrypting conversion performed at a given or N-th conversion stage is determined 
by control signals G1 , G2, and G3 which are outputted from an N-th cyclic shift number 
generating stage" (column 5 lines 20-35). Therefore, in light of the cited portions of the 
CPA, the CPA is believed to teach "at a next encrypting stage a plurality of times 
depending on a plurality of random numbers."
